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PERSPECTIVE 


Iate  in  the  evening  of  Sept.  11,  my  wife  and  I  stood  on  the  quad  at  Lenoir- Rhyne 
with  more  than  250  L-R  students  and  some  staff  and  faculty  in  a  candlelight 
vigil  sponsored  by  a  campus  sorority  It  was  one  of  the  ways  the  campus 
^  responded  to  the  tragic  events  of  that  day  when  so  many  suffered  from 
the  actions  of  terrorists. 

News  commentators  during  the  day  had  been  sometimes  desperate  for  something 
to  say  to  fill  the  vacuum  of  confusion  and  uncertainty.  A  few  of  them  asserted  that 
the  events  amounted  to  a  "loss  of  innocence"  for  American  young  people  who  had 
never  experienced  their  country  as  "vulnerable"  and  had,  by  and  large,  never  felt 
insecure  in  their  homeland. 

As  1  listened  to  the  responses  of  the  L-R  students  standing  in  a  large  circle  holding 
lighted  candles,  my  own  anxiety  and  hurt  about  the  day's  events  were  softened  and 
somewhat  dispelled.  While  I  stood  in  silence  through  the  hour-long  event  and 
listened  to  what  the  students  said  and  prayed,  I  knew  in  my  heart  what  1  wanted 
to  say  to  them  and  would  have  said  had  the  circumstances  been  different. 

I  wanted  to  say,  "I  am  very  proud  of  you  and  very  proud  of  being  a  part  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College.  You  are  acting  as  I  hoped  you  would,  and  1  am  pleased  to  see  in 
your  actions  that  this  College  is  accomplishing  its  mission. 

"You  have  become  a  genuine  community.  In  this  time  of  need,  your  inclination  is 
to  join  together  with  the  rest  of  the  College  community  to  sort  things  out  and  gain 
support.  People  of  all  interests  and  backgrounds  feel  a  part  of  this  community  and 
have  come  here  to  be  with  each  other.  This,  much  more  than  cheering  at  athletic 
contests,  is  what  'school  spirit'  is  about. 

"You  have  developed  leadership  abilities.  You  did  not  wait  for  someone  else  to  put 
this  event  together.  You  organized  it,  communicated  to  others  about  it,  and  carried 
it  out. 

"You  have  demonstrated  that  you  have  developed  all  aspects  of  yourselves.  You 
recognize  and  discuss  emotional  reactions  and  needs.  Your  responses  build  on  the 
foundations  of  your  faith,  for  you  have  come  together  in  prayer. 

"The  prayers  you  pray  and  the  words  you  speak  reflect  a  maturity  of  judgment 
and  of  faith.  You  pray  first  for  others,  then  for  understanding  and  hope;  you  pray 
for  guidance;  you  pray  for  the  enemies  of  your  country  who  have  carried  out  these 
deeds;  and  you  pray  that  we  not  return  evil  for  evil.  You  reveal  your  understanding 
that  a  time  of  emotion  calls  for  a  measured  and  rational  examination. 

"I  am  proud  of  who  you  are  and  what  we  as  a  college  community  have  revealed 
about  ourselves  through  you.  This  is  what  higher  education  means." 

That  is  what  1  would  have  said  if  the  time  had  been  right.  I  am  grateful  that  this 
page  gives  me  the  chance  to  say  it  to  them  and  to  all  of  you.  In  the  days  since, 
our  students  have  shown  that  this  early  response  was  not  an  anomaly.  They  have 
continued  in  giving  support  to  others  through  their  work,  their  resources,  even 
their  own  blood.  They  have  continued  to  reflect,  study,  discuss  and  pray. 

These  young  men  and  women  represent  our  country's  prospect  for  a  future  filled 
with  light  and  hope.  We  will  be  in  good  hands  in  the  decades  ahead.

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Women  in  Science 
Scholars  chosen 

Two  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  stu- 
dents are  participating  in  the 
GlaxoSmithKline  Women  in  Science 
Scholars  program  this  year.  They  are 
Meredith  Vaughn,  a  senior  biology/ 
chemistry/French  major,  and  Erica 
Johnson,  a  junior  biology  major. 

The  GlaxoSmithKline  Women  in 
Science  Scholars  Program  is  a  mentor- 
ing enterprise  that  encourages  women 
undergraduates  in  North  Carolina  to 
pursue  careers  in  the  sciences  while 
raising  awareness  of  job  opportunities 
in  various  scientific  fields. 

The  program  provides  endowed 
scholarships  to  24  North  Carolina  uni- 
versities and  colleges.  Each  year,  two 
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Yoder 


female  undergraduates  are  selected 
from  each  school.  To  be  eligible,  stu- 
dents must  demonstrate  an  interest  in 
the  sciences  and  maintain  at  least  a  3.0 
grade  point  average.  Once  selected,  the 
scholars  are  paired  with  GlaxoSmith- 
Kline  women  scientists  who  serve  as 
mentors.  Each  scholar  also  receives  a 
scholarship  of  approximately  $1,000. 
Each  year,  the  scholars  attend  two 
meetings  that  feature  scholar  presenta- 
tions and  provide  mentors  and  schol- 
ars the  opportunity  to  interact.

McGeachy  served  as  director  of  marketing  with  the  United 
States  Tennis  Association  (USTA)  Southern  Section  in  Atlanta, 

Ga.,  from  1997  to  the  present.  There  he  developed,  served  and  maintained  corporate 
partners  through  a  variety  of  sectional  and  national  programs.  From  1980  to  1998  he 
served  as  founder  and  president  of  Sugar  Creek  Enterprises  Inc.  based  in  Charlotte, 
N.C.,  and  Winston-Salem,  N.C.  The  company  was  a  sports  promotion  and  public 
relations  firm  that  created  and  marketed  basketball  and  tennis  events. 

Between  1966  and  1976  he  served  as  a  mens  basketball  coach  at  Wake  Forest 
University,  Duke  University  and  Davidson  College.  From  1966  to  1969  he  served 
his  alma  mater  of  Statesville  High  School  as  the  head  coach  of  the  mens  basketball 
and  tennis  teams  and  as  assistant  football  coach. 

In  1999  McGeachy  was  inducted  into  the  N.C.  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame.  He  was 
inducted  into  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1987. 

He  received  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  physical  education  from  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College,  where  he  lettered  in  football,  basketball,  and  track  and  field.  He  was  also 
listed  in  "Whos  Who  Among  Students  in  American  Universities  and  Colleges."  In 
1987  and  1995  McGeachy  successfully  served  as  national  chair  of  the  Annual  Fund 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  He  also  served  on  the  steering  committee  for  the  Clarence 
P  Stasavich  Endowment  Campaign  in  1996.

O.T.  Division 
reaccredited 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Division 
of  Lenoir- Rhyne  College  was 
recently  awarded  reaccreditation  status 
by  the  Accreditation  Council  of  Occu- 
pational Therapy  Education  (ACOTE). 
The  program  admitted  its  first  class 
of  students  in  1995  and  was  initially 
accredited  in  December  1996. 

To  earn  reaccreditation,  the  divi- 
sion had  to  prepare  an  extensive  self- 
study  document,  which  compared 
the  College's  curriculum,  policies  and 
instructional  resources  to  ACOTE 
standards.  A  review  team  then  con- 
ducted an  on-campus  visit,  and  reac- 
creditation was  awarded  in  December. 

The  ACOTE  final  report  found 
the  College  was  100  percent  in  com- 
pliance on  more  than  75  evaluation 
points  and  offered  only  two  sugges- 
tions for  improvement.  These  sugges- 
tions concerned  counsel  regarding 
equipment  and  student  fieldwork 
documentation.  Based  on  its  findings, 
ACOTE  awarded  reaccreditation  for 
a  period  of  10  years. 

Dr.  Susan  Stallings-Sahler,  professor 
and  head  of  the  division,  said,  "Achiev- 
ing this  reaccreditation  recognizes  the 
continuing  high  quality  of  our  faculty, 
students  and  graduates,  and  the  com- 
mitment of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in 
supporting  a  program  of  distinction."

Students  bring  art  therapy  to  homeless  men 

Three  L-R  students  participated  in  a  Foundation  for  Hospital  Art  project  in  the  fall.  They  are 
Kathleen  Winter,  a  senior  psychology  major  from  Hickory;  Catherine  Davidson,  a  senior 
from  Dayton,  Ohio,  who  is  majoring  in  psychology  and  human  and  community  services;  and 
Laura  Cooper,  a  junior  from  Fairfax,  Va.,  who  is  majoring  in  religion.  All  three  are  minoring 
in  art  therapy. 

They  traveled  to  the  foundation's  headquarters  studio  in  Adanta,  where  they  painted  for  one 
day.  The  following  day,  they  worked  with  men  in  a  drug  rehabilitation  program  at  the  Atlanta 
Union  Mission's  Carpenter's  House,  a  homeless  shelter  in  Adanta.  The  men  volunteered  for  the 
art  program,  in  which  they  paint  pre-drawn  images.  The  finished  paintings  go  to  the  mission 
and  to  different  hospitals  throughout  the  country.  They  are  often  displayed  to  bring  a  hopeful 
image  into  otherwise  sterile  surroundings. 

"I  realized  how  special  and  how  important  it  was  that  we  were  actually  there  for  the  sub- 
stance abuse  patients,"  Winter  said. 

Davidson  said,  "I  really  enjoyed  interacting  viath  the  patients  and  hearing  their  stories. 
The  two  people  I  was  working  with  said  their  favorite  day  was  Saturday  because  it  was  the 
day  they  got  to  paint." 

Dr.  Robert  Winter,  L-R  art  professor,  accompanied  the  students.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
board  of  the  Foundation  for  Hospital  Art  and  was  keynote  speaker  at  the  organization's  annu- 
al meeting.  The  foundation  works  with  major  hospitals  in  the  United  States  and  hospitals  in 
15  other  countries. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  the  only  collegiate  art  therapy  program  partnering  with  the

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Hanley  Painter  remembered 


Painter 


Even  after  he  ended 
more  than  five 
decades  of  being  a 
daily  part  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  ath- 
letics by  retiring  in 
1984,  Hanley 
Painter's  '50  heart  always 
remained  with  "his"  school. 
"You  could  ask  him  about 
someone  (who  had  played  at 
L-R)  and  he'd  say:  'Oh  yeah, 
he's  in  Johnstown  ...  or  hes  in  Cleve- 
land,' "  said  Maiden  High  football 
coach  Tom  Brovm  '65,  an  L-R  player 
from  1961  to  1964.  "(He)  never  lost 
touch.  There  were  just  so  many  peo- 
ple in  this  area  that  Hanley  Painter 
touched  and  did  good  things  for." 

Painter,  who  arrived  at  L-R  in  the 
late  1940s  to  play  football  and  went 
on  to  become  an  assistant  football 
coach,  head  football  coach  and  athlet- 
ic director  at  the  school,  died  Nov.  16, 
2001,  at  the  age  of  77. 

Bom  in  Alabama,  Painter  received 
his  early  education  in  Bryson  City, 
N.C.  After  graduating  from  Swain 
High  School,  he  served  with  the 
United  States  Marines  in  the  Pacific 
during  World  War  11.  He  participated 
in  the  invasions  of  Saipan,  Tinian 
and  Two  Jima,  and  was  awarded  two 
Purple  Hearts. 

He  enrolled  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege in  1946  and  graduated  in  1950. 
During  his  senior  year,  he  was  selected 
for  the  All-Conference  team  and 
served  as  the  L-R  football  team  captain 
in  addition  to  being  president  of  his 
senior  class.  After  four  years  of  coach- 
ing at  Taylorsville,  N.C,  he  returned 
to  his  alma  mater  as  end  coach  in  1954. 

At  the  conclusion  of  that  year,  he 
was  promoted  to  top  assistant  to  coach 
Clarence  Stasavich.  L-R  won  the  NAIA 
tide  in  1960,  beating  Humboldt  State  in 
the  Holiday  Bowl  in  St.  Petersburg,  Fla. 
Two  years  later,  Stasavich  left  to  begin 
East  Carolina's  football  program  and 
Painter  was  promoted  to  head  coach. 
The  Bears  won  the  Carolinas  Con- 
ference title  in  1962,  Painter's  first  year 
as  head  coach,  and  also  won  champi- 
onships in  1965,  1966,  1967  and  1968. 
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Overall,  L-R  won  league 
football  titles  12  times  in 
a  14-year  stretch.  Painter 
was  named  conference 
coach  of  the  year  four 
times  and  district  coach 
of  the  year  four  times.  He 
also  served  as  president  of 
the  NAIA  Football  Coach- 
es Association  and  presi- 
dent of  the  NAL\  Athletic 
Directors  Association.  He 
was  South  Atlantic  Conference  presi- 
dent in  1980-1982.  He  was  inducted 
into  the  L-R  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1985  and  the  NAIA  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1988.  In  2001,  he  was  among  the  first 
four  inductees  into  the  Catawba 
County  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

The  Piedmont  Educational 
Foundation,  which  helps  to  support 
the  College's  athletic  programs,  has 
named  its  annual  golf  tournament  in 
his  honor.  When  the  new  McCrorie 
Center  opens  this  fall,  the  first  floor, 
which  will  house  football  locker 
rooms  and  coaches'  offices,  will  be 
named  for  Painter.  Hank  McCrorie 
'60,  a  former  football  player,  has 
made  possible  the  naming  through 
a  $1  million  gift  from  Pfizer  Inc. 

Although  Painter  had  an  impres- 
sive list  of  accomplishments  as  a 
coach,  the  people  who  knew  him  best 
—  his  players  —  say  his  actions  left 
more  of  a  lasting  impression  than  his 
66  victories  as  coach  of  the  L-R  foot- 
ball team  from  1962  to  1972. 

"I  think  it  was  his  character  and 
his  charisma  about  doing  things,"  said 
Dick  Foster  '60,  who  played  at  L-R  from 
1956  to  1959,  and  who  recendy  served 
as  part-time  assistant  L-R  football 
coach.  "He  was  the  type  of  person  who 
demanded  respect  and  you  would  prob- 
ably run  through  a  brick  wall  for  him." 

Foster  added:  "Even  after  he  (retired), 
1  think  all  coaches,  out  of  respect,  would 
go  and  talk  to  Coach  Painter.  When 
we'd  have  clinics  (at  L-R),  he'd  always 
show  up.  He's  just  been  a  part  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  and  always  will  be." 

Although  his  health  had  been 
declining  in  recent  years.  Painter 
continued  to  follow  his  beloved 


Bears.  It  was  not  unusual,  friends  in 
area  athletics  say,  for  Painter  to  drop 
them  a  little  note  of  encouragement 
or  to  make  a  brief  phone  call  to 
relay  the  same  message. 

"I  think  it  goes  back  to  the  institu- 
tion ...  to  how  much  he  loved  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College,"  said  Brown. 

Brown,  a  sophomore  running  back 
on  Painter's  first  L-R  team  in  1962, 
added:  "I  think  probably  no  one  else 
other  than  coach  Painter  could  have 
followed  the  success  (of  Stasavich) 
with  the  success  he  had.  Coach 
Stas  was  a  legend  and  I  think  coach 
Painter  in  turn  became  a  legend.  And 
that's  hard  to  do,  to  follow  in  the  foot- 
steps of  someone  who  was  so  loved 
and  respected,  and  he  (Painter)  got 
the  same  love  and  respect." 

Painter  is  one  of  only  three  L-R 
coaches  to  finish  with  a  winning  record 
(66-43-2  in  11  seasons).  Pat  Shores 
and  Stasavich  are  the  others.  Painter  — 
whose  wife.  Dr.  Lorene  Painter,  taught 
in  the  education  department  at  L-R  — 
was  one  of  the  most  competitive  people 
around.  Brown  said. 

"He  had  competitiveness  in  World 
War  II  and  then  he  carried  it  to  the 
athletic  field  and  then  into  coaching," 
Brown  said.  "And  I  guarantee  if  you 
beat  him  in  golf,  you  had  to  make 
sure  you  were  a  top  competitor 
because  he  fought  you  tooth  and  nail. 
It  was  all  those  things  that  made  up 
the  man  and  what  he  stood  for  and 
what  he  meant  to  so  many  people  ... 
all  those  people  who  came  to  love 
him  and  understand  him." 

In  1996,  the  Hanley  Painter 
Endowed  Scholarship  Fund  was 
established  by  his  former  players. 
Proceeds  from  this  fund  are  used  to 
award  one  or  more  football  scholar- 
ships each  year.

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Student  thesis  links  two  worlds 


When  Maria  PindicBlaj 
Simonca  'OJ  selected 
a  topic  for  her  honors 
thesis  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
she  chose  a  project  that 
would  weave  together 
the  two  parts  of  her  life: 
Romania  and  America. 

She  decided  to  translate  into  Eng- 
lish some  of  the  poems  of  Nicolae 
Dabija,  a  major  author  and  political 
figure  in  the  country  of  Moldova, 
which  shares  a  common  language  and 
culture  with  Romania.  That  transla- 
tion led  to  the  production  of  a  small 
book  of  poems,  "Photographer  of 
Lightning,"  published  by  The  Granite 
Press.  It  is  illustrated  with  the  pho- 
tographs of  Mihai  Potimiche,  a  well- 
known  photographer  in  Moldova. 
Simonca,  who  graduated  with  a 
double  major  in  English  and  political 
science,  was  born  in  Romania,  but 
her  family  moved  to  the  United  States 
when  she  was  only  6. 

Her  parents,  Elorin  and  Lidiana 
PindicBlaj,  were  involved  in  Christian 
education  when  Romania  was  a  part 
of  the  Soviet  bloc.  As  a  result  of  reli- 
gious persecution,  they  decided  to 
move  to  Chicago.  There,  Maria  start- 
ed school  and  learned  to  speak  Eng- 
lish. She  wouldn't  have  known  how 
to  read  and  write  her  native  language, 
except  that  her  grandfather  used  to 
send  her  letters  written  in  Romanian. 
After  the  disintegration  of  the  Sovi- 
et Union  in  1991,  the  family  moved 
to  Hickory.  They  reactivated  their  Lit- 
tle Samaritan  Mission,  which  provides 
physical  and  spiritual  help  to  persons 
living  in  Moldova. 

Throughout  its  history,  Moldova 
has  been  subject  to  frequent  inva- 
sions. In  1944,  the  country  was  forced 
to  become  a  republic  of  the  Soviet 
Union.  During  the  following  years, 
the  Communists  tried  to  stamp  out 
the  native  Romanian  culture  and  sub- 
stitute Russian  influences.  However, 
in  1991,  Moldova  asserted  its  inde- 
pendence as  a  separate  country. 

Unlike  some  former  Communist 
countries,  Moldova  has  received  very 
little  economic  aid  from  the  West.

A  small  country  with  few  natural 
resources,  Moldova  is  experiencing 
great  hardships.  The  Little  Samaritan 
Mission  helps  20  state-run  orphan- 
ages, which  are  often  lacking  in  food, 
medicine,  blankets  and  coal  for  heat- 
ing. In  addition,  the  mission  operates 
its  own  orphanage  as  well  as  a  soup 
kitchen  that  serves  many  elderly  resi- 
dents. The  mission  also  runs  14  Chris- 
tian radio  stations  in  the  country. 
Since  the  fall  of  the  Communists, 
Simonca  has  made  several  trips  to 
Moldova  to  help  with  her  family's  work. 
However,  she  wanted  to  do  more.  She

wanted  to  share  the  coun- 
try's culmre  and  literature 
with  Americans. 

Simonca  became  inter- 
ested in  the  works  of  Dabija  because 
they  combine  literature  and  politics, 
two  subjects  that  interest  her.  "I  got  to 
know  him  personally  when  I  would 
travel  to  Moldova,"  she  said.  "He 
encouraged  me  to  translate  the  poetry" 

Her  senior  thesis  became  a  group 
project,  with  her  parents  and  other 
Romanians  in  the  Hickory  area  giving 
advice.  Dr.  Rand  Brandes,  L-R  Eng- 
lish professor  and  her  thesis  director, 
helped  edit  and  refine  the  work.

After  the  translation  was  complet- 
ed, Brandes  helped  arrange  for  Dabija 
to  come  to  the  L-R  campus  as  part  of 
the  Visiting  Writers  Series  in  the  fall 
of  2001.  Simonca  said  she  was 
thrilled  at  this  opportunity  to  intro- 
duce Dabija's  works  to  more  people. 

As  for  the  future,  Simonca  hopes  to 
attend  graduate  school  and  continue 
with  her  translation  of  works  by  Dabi- 
ja and  other  contemporary  Moldovan 
writers.  "That  area  of  the  world  has 
not  received  the  attention  it  has 
deserved,"  she  said.  "It  has  kind  of 
been  overlooked."  Simonca  explained 
that  Romania  and  Moldo\'a  have  a 
rich  cultural  heritage  that  places  great 
value  on  artists,  who  are  often  political 
leaders  as  well.  "They  fought  the 
revolution  wdth  poetr);"  she  said. 

Bringing  that  heritage  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  rest  of  the  world  is  her  goal. 
"This  is  what  I  want  to  do,"  she  said. 
"This  is  what  I've  fallen  in  love  with."  □

New  York  City 


George  Schaaf  '80  was  at 
home  near  New  York  City 
on  Sept.  1 1  when  terrorists 
rammed  two  jethners  into 
the  World  Trade  Center.  He 
was  talking  on  the  phone, 
and  his  friend  told  him  to 
turn  on  the  televison  and  watch. 

The  attack  would  soon  become 
very  personal  for  Schaaf,  who  is  a 
lieutenant  in  the  New  York  City 
Fire  Department.  Although  he  was 
on  vacation,  Schaaf  immediately 
called  his  fire  station  in  the  bur- 
rough  of  Queens  to  see  if  his  help 
was  needed.  The  chief  wasn't  sure, 
but  said  he  would  call  if  Schaaf 
needed  to  come  in. 

On  the  night  of  Sept.  11,  all  fire- 
fighters in  the  city  were  told  to  meet 
at  Shea  Stadium.  The  department  took 
the  first  firefighters  to  arrive  and  bused 
them  to  the  scene.  Schaaf  and  many 
others  were  sent  back  to  their  stations 
to  await  further  orders.  He  stayed  there 
throughout  the  night  and  went  home 
in  the  morning. 

The  next  day,  Schaaf  called  back 
to  see  if  his  help  was  needed.  He  was 
told  he  didn't  have  to  come  to  work, 
but  he  could  if  he  wanted.  He  didn't 
hesitate,  but  went  back  to  his  station 
on  the  Thursday  following  the  attack. 
That  night,  the  city  sent  a  bus  to  pick 
up  the  firefighters  and  take  them  to 
"ground  zero." 

"We  just  worked  over  there  digging 
and  looking  for  people,"  he  said.  Schaaf 
explained  that  in  New  York  City,  the 
fire  department  is  the  agency  trained  to 
respond  to  collapsed  buildings.  He  said 
he  had  gone  to  one  previous  building 
collapse,  but  that  time  the  building  was 
empty  All  firefighters  are  also  trained 
as  "first  responders,"  the  first  medical 
personnel  to  arrive  on  the  scene. 

"It  was  such  an  eerie  feeling  after 
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George  Schaaf  '80  is  a  New  York  City  fire- 
fighter who  worked  in  the  aftermath  of  the 
Sept.  1 1  attack  on  the  World  Trade  Center. 

I  first  moved  into  the  area,"  he  said. 
"It  was  kind  of  ghostly."  The  air  was 
filled  with  fine  powder,  the  remanants 
of  what  had  been  a  building  and 
everything  in  it. 

He  worked  knowing  that  many 
firefighters  had  been  inside  the  build- 
ing when  it  collapsed.  "If  I  was  work- 
ing, 1  would  have  been  one  of  them," 
he  said.  "They  didn't  do  anything  any 
other  firefighter  wouldn't  have  done." 

He  said  he  thought  the  disaster 
would  cause  the  department  to  re-eval- 
uate its  practice  of  establishing  a  com- 
mand post  inside  a  high-rise  building 
when  fighting  a  fire  in  the  building. 

Although  the  firefighters  had  been 
trained  in  the  properties  of  construc- 
tion materials,  and  although  they 
knew  an  intense  fire  could  weaken 
structural  steel,  he  said  they  really 
didn't  believe  the  World  Trade  Center 
would  collapse.  The  architects  had 
told  them  that  the  buildings  could 


withstand  the  impact  of  a  707  jet 
crashing  into  them. 

Tragically,  as  the  firefighters 
entered  the  damaged  structures 
and  tried  to  evacuate  survivors, 
many  of  the  rescuers  fell  victim 
also.  He  was  told  later  that  confu- 
sion reigned  immediately  after  the 
attack.  Many  firefighters  inside  the 
building  didn't  get  the  emergency 
communication  warning  them  to 
evacuate.  Others  got  the  message, 
but  were  too  far  inside  the  building 
and  couldn't  get  out. 

That  night  he  said  he  still  held 
out  hope  that  maybe  20  or  30  people 
might  have  survived  the  disaster.  He 
saw  a  couple  of  bodies  removed.  The 
first  time,  he  said  he  didn't  want  to 
look.  FEMA  (Federal  Fmergency 
Management  Agency)  officials  were 
there  with  their  dogs  to  help  locate  vic- 
tims. The  second  time  a  body  was  dis- 
covered, Schaaf  decided  he  needed  to 
watch,  in  case  he  had  to  perform  the 
same  duty  later.  As  he  worked  through 
the  night,  rain  began  to  fall,  setding  the 
fine  dust  that  hung  in  the  air.  Fearing 
that  more  setding  of  the  wreckage 
could  occur,  the  firefighters  were  sent 
home  at  4  a.m.  "I  kind  of  had  the  feel- 
ing there  wasn't  much  chance  anyone 
might  be  alive,"  he  said. 

Schaaf  stayed  at  home  until  his 
vacation  ended  Sept.  21.  Then  he 
was  sent  to  the  site,  where  he  began 
a  nightmarish  tour  of  duty.  He  stayed 
seven  days,  working  a  schedule  of 
10  hours  on  duty  and  20  hours  off. 
"The  schedule  was  hard,"  he  said. 
"You  didn't  know  what  day  it  was, 
and  you  were  always  tired." 

The  most  stressful  part  of  the  job 
was  working  in  the  shadow  of  a 
building  he  had  been  warned  might 
collapse.  "I'm  thinking  I  hope  noth- 
ing happens." 
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Lenoir-Rkyne  responds 
to  terror  attacks 

On  Sept.  11,  2001,  the  world  watched  in  horror 
as  two  hijacked  jetliners  slammed  into  the 
World  Trade  Center  in  New  York  City  and  a  third 
crashed  into  the  Pentagon.  At  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
our  students,  faculty  and  staff  felt  shock,  sorrow 
and  outrage  as  they  struggled  to  understand  this 
unexpected  attack.  Others  wondered  about  the 
safety  of  friends  and  relatives  in  the  New  York 
and  Washington,  D.C.,  areas. 

Following  its  tradition  as  a  Lutheran  college, 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  first  response  was  to  turn  to 
prayer.  On  the  afternoon  of  Sept.  1 1 ,  about  300 
students,  faculty  and  staff  gathered  on  Shaw  Plaza 
as  the  Rex.  Andrew  Weisner,  campus  pastor,  led 
a  prayer  service.  This  event  was  followed  by  two 
candlelight  vigils  organized  by  Sigma  Kappa 
sorority  and  the  Black  Student  Alliance. 

Then  the  campus  community,  along  with  the 
rest  of  the  nation,  turned  its  sorrow  into  action. 
The  Student  Government  Association  collected  money  for  the 
American  Red  Cross  on  behalf  of  the  victims.  Students,  faculty 
and  staff  lined  up  to  give  blood.  A  short  time  later,  the  College 
held  a  panel  discussion,  "The  Trail  of  Terrorism,"  about  the 
root  causes  of  terrorism.  Panelists  included  Dr.  Bennett 
Judkins,  professor  and  chair  of  the  School  of  Social  and  Behav- 
ioral Sciences;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Larry  Yoder,  chair  of  the  School  of 
History,  Philosophy  and  Religion;  Dr.  Lowell  Ashman,  professor 
of  political  science;  and  Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd,  College  president. 

President  George  W  Bush  announced  a  War  on  Terrorism 
that  soon  escalated  into  combat  in  Afghanistan,  a  country 
believed  to  harbor  those  responsible  for  the  attacks.  Dr.  Carol 
Schersten  LaHurd,  visiting  associate  professor  of  religion  at 
Wake  Forest  University  and  wife  of  L-R's  president,  presented 
a  colloquium  entitled  "McDonalds  vs.  'Jihad':  Is  the  Clash  of 
Civilizations  Inevitable?"  about  the  clash  between  secular 
Western  society  and  Islam.

In  the  weeks  following  the  first  attack,  a  new  threat  emerged 
as  deadly  anthrax  bacteria  were  found  in  several  pieces  of  mail. 
Although  this  threat  was  quickly  contained,  the  nation  buzzed 
with  speculation  about  possible  future  biological  attacks.  L-R 
responded  by  organizing  a  discussion  about  the  threat  of  bioter- 
rorism.  Panelists  included  Dr.  Grace  Auten,  a  Hickory  physician 
specializing  in  infectious  diseases;  Charles  Moody,  director  of 
the  Catawba  County  Emergency  Medical  Service;  Dr.  Dale 
Bumside,  L-R  biology  professor;  and  Dr.  Marsha  Fanning,  chair 
of  the  School  of  Natural  Sciences,  who  served  as  moderator. 

As  our  nation  and  world  continue  to  struggle  with  the  terror 
attacks  and  our  War  on  Terrorism,  we  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  main- 
tain our  efforts  to  help  our  students  and  community  under- 
stand and  deal  with  these  issues.  ■ 


Schaaf  said  it  is  impossible  to  grasp 
the  magnitude  of  the  disaster  by 
watching  television  pictures.  A  large 
area  of  the  city  has  been  damaged  by 
the  disaster.  All  seven  buildings  com- 
prising the  World  Trade  Center  have 
either  collapsed  or  will  have  to  be 
torn  down  due  to  structural  damage. 
A  number  of  nearby  high  rises  had 
every  window  blown  out  by  the  force 
of  the  explosion.  One  large  building 
fell,  ripping  a  50-story  gash  in  the 
front  of  another  building.  "Once  you 
go  there  and  look,  you  understand 
how  no  one  could  be  alive,"  he  said. 

After  the  families  of  victims  were 
allowed  to  tour  the  site,  they  began 
to  schedule  memorial  services. 

The  attack  took  an  emotional  toll  on 
everyone  who  was  involved.  Although 
he  worked  in  a  different  part  of  the  city, 
Schaaf  said  he  knew  about  15  or  20  of 
the  firefighters  who  were  killed.  In  a 
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matter  of  minutes,  the  department  lost 
343  firefighters.  "Before  this,  the  most 
we  ever  lost  was  in  the  '60s  when  we 
lost  12  guys  in  a  collapse,"  he  said. 
Scaaf  said  he  had  spent  a  lot  of  his 
time  off  attending  funerals. 

"I  think  a  lot  of  guys  feel  guilty 
that  they  didn't  die,  too,"  he  said  of 
the  emotional  toll  on  the  firefighters 
and  other  rescue  workers. 

Now  the  department  has  gotten 
more  or  less  back  to  a  normal  routine. 
Firefighters  continue  to  help  at  the 
site  and  will  do  so  until  all  the  debris 
is  removed.  Schaaf  said  he  thought 
that  might  take  as  long  as  a  year.  Now 
the  ironworkers  are  helping  to 
remove  the  large  steel  beams. 

One  of  the  positive  things  to  come 
out  of  the  disaster  was  the  response  by 
fellow  New  Yorkers.  "I've  never  seen 
the  people  of  New  York  City  be  so 
friendly  and  willing  to  support  you," 


he  said.  People  brought  flowers,  food 
and  things  their  children  had  made  to 
the  fire  stations.  Schaaf  recalled  that 
one  man  came  to  his  station  to  sing 
a  song  he  had  composed  in  honor  of 
the  firefighters. 

In  the  days  following  the  attack, 
people  stood  on  the  street  corners 
and  cheered  the  buses  of  firefighters 
as  they  made  their  way  to  the  scene. 
"That  is  very  encouraging,  and  it 
makes  you  feel  good,"  he  said.  Literal- 
ly hundreds  of  volunteers  were  at 
the  site  providing  food,  shelter  and 
counseling  to  the  rescue  workers. 

Schaaf  said  his  wife  was  ver/  sup- 
portive of  his  efforts.  He  has  three 
children,  ages  17,  6  and  4.  He  said  he 
tried  to  shelter  the  younger  children 
from  some  of  the  harsh  realities 
because  they  can't  fully  understand 
what  happened.  "1  didn't  let  them 
watch  it  on  television,"  he  said.  □

The  47,000-square-foot 
building  is  scheduled  to  be 
dedicated  on  Sept.  20,  2002.

This  building  will  house  the 
nursing,  occupational  therapy 
and  sports  medicine  programs 
of  the  College.

Why  do  I  need  a  will? 

Do  you  have  a  will?  Would  you  be  surprised  to  discover  that  seven 
out  of  10  people  do  not  have  a  will?  If  a  will  is  one  of  the  most 
important  documents  one  can  own,  why  do  so  many  people  live 
without  them?  Perhaps  they  think  that  by  avoiding  estate  planning, 
they  can  escape  the  inevitable.  Or  maybe  they  just  don't  want  to  take 
the  time  or  money  (a  relatively  small  amount)  required  to  create  an 
up-to-date,  current  will. 

What  Happens  If  I  Don't  Have  A  Will? 

Some  people  believe  it  doesn't  make  any  difference  whether  they 
have  a  will  or  not.  But  it  does!  If  you  don't  have  a  legal  wall,  the  state 
in  which  you  reside  has  one  for  you.

(laws  for  the  distribution  of  the  assets  of  those  who  die  without  a 
v^ll) ,  which  are  general  rules  that  apply  to  every  situation,  no  matter 
what  the  personal  wishes  of  the  deceased  might  be.  Do  you  want  to 
decide  the  distribution  of  your  assets  or  would  you  like  the  state  to 
decide  for  you? 

Planning  for  Your  Will 

Many  people  mistakenly  believe  they  don't  have  enough  assets  to 
warrant  making  a  vvall,  thinking  wills  are  only  for  the  rich.  Nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth.  If  you  are  married  or  single,  if  you  have 
children  and  relatives,  you  need  a  will.  If  you  own  a  home,  have  a  bank 
account,  stocks  or  any  other  kind  of  property,  you  need  a  ^mii..  If  you 
have  charitable  causes  you  want  to  help  perpetuate,  you  need  a  will. 

We  will  cover  more  information  on  wills  in  future  Profile  issues. 
Remember,  a  will  is  the  way  for  you  to  determine  the  distribution  of 
your  assets.  I  urge  you  to  make  a  will  or  update  an  existing  one  and 
in  that  will,  consider  a  bequest  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  What  a  won- 
derful way  to  make  a  difference,  affect  the  lives  of  future  generations, 
and  leave  a  legacy  that  continues  long  after  you're  no  longer  here.

'Lenoir-Rhyne  was  my  springboard' 

Richard  "Dick"  Mctxey  '60  came  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  in  an  unconventional  way.  He 
was  "an  Illinois  farm  boy"  who  served  in  the 
82nd  Airborne  in  Fayetteville,  N.C.  "When  I  got 
into  the  military,  I  decided  to  do  something  with 
myself,"  he  said. 

After  leaving  the  Army,  Maxey  went  to  work 
at  First  Citizens  Bank  in  Fayetteville.  He  had 
taken  some  college  classes  at  Rockford  College 
and  the  University  of  Illinois,  but  had  not  gradu- 
ated. "I  needed  a  degree  to  advance  myself,"  he  said.  However,  he 
wasn't  sure  how  he  would  do  it.  After  all,  he  was  married  and  had  a 
full-time  job. 

It  was  his  pastor,  the  Rev.  Jack  Mauney  '40,  who  suggested  that 
Maxey  enroll  at  L-R.  Mauney  was  an  avid  L-R  football  fan  and  trav- 
eled with  Maxey  to  many  of  the  Bears'  games. 

After  a  while,  he  persuaded  Maxey  to  take  a  leave  of  absence  from 
his  job  and  use  his  G.I.  Bill  benefits  to  enroll  at  L-R.  In  1958,  Maxey 
moved  to  Hickory,  where  he  worked  part-time  and  attended  college 
full-time  until  he  was  able  to  graduate  with  a  major  in  history  and  a 
minor  in  Spanish. 

Maxey  noticed  a  big  difference  between  L-R  and  the  larger  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  where  almost  all  his  classes  were  taught  by  graduate 
students.  After  being  a  soldier  and  a  student  at  a  large  university,  he 
said  he  didn't  want  to  be  just  a  number.  At  Lenoir-Rhyne,  he  felt  he 
was  no  longer  a  number,  but  a  valued  student  who  was  taught  by 
professors. 

After  graduation,  he  returned  to  First  Citizens  Bank,  where  he 
immediately  received  a  promotion.  He  continued  his  education  by 
taking  summer  school  and  correspondence  classes  at  Louisiana  State 
University.  After  three  years,  he  earned  a  graduate  degree  in  banking 
from  LSU. 

Maxey  continued  with  First  Citizens  Bank  25  years,  working  at 
several  different  offices,  including  the  Hickory  branch. 

In  1982,  he  took  early  retirement  to  work  at  Cable  Systems  Inc., 
a  Gaston  County  cable  TV  business  in  which  he  had  invested.  He 
worked  there  until  he  got  the  company  on  sound  footing  and  then 
sold  that  business. 

Looking  around  for  something  to  do,  he  decided  to  return  to  Illi- 
nois and  purchase  some  smaller  banks.  He  did  so,  forming  what  is 
now  Federated  Bank  out  of  four  independent  banks.  Last  year,  he  sold 
the  bank,  but  remains  as  chairman  and  president. 

Maxey  said  he  has  fond  memories  of  his  years  in  Hickory.  "It's  just 
a  great  tOMTi,"  he  said.  He  still  maintains  a  home  in  Clemmons,  N.C, 
which  he  frequently  visits. 

He  was  so  impressed  with  Lenoir-Rhyne  that  he  persuaded  his 
brother,  Roger  Maxey  '71,  to  attend  the  College,  where  he  played  on 
the  football  team.

Professors  encouraged  him  to  think  big

Ionathan  Ernst  '93  learned  some  valuable  lessons 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  but  they  didn't  all  come 
from  a  textbook.  Ernst,  who  holds  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  English  with  an  emphasis  in  journalism, 
said  he  learned  from  his  experience  v^th  Playmak- 
ers  how  to  present  himself  and  his  ideas. 

That  skill  helped  him  compete  for,  and  win, 
one  of  eight  Pew  Fellowships  in  International 
Journalism  for  the  fall  of  2001.  The  program  is 
for  working  journalists  and  is  held  at  The  Paul 
H.  Nitze  School  of  Advanced  International  Studies  of  The  Johns  Hop- 
kins University.  Participants  spend  10  weeks  studying  international 
affairs  and  five  weeks  at  an  international  location  reporting  on  a  topic 
of  their  choice. 

Ernst,  who  is  a  staff  photographer  at  the  Augusta  (Ga.)  Chronicle, 
traveled  to  Colombia  in  South  America,  where  he  reported  on  Plan 
Colombia,  a  government  effort  to  eradicate  coca  crops.  The  plan  is 
expected  to  cost  $7.5  billion  over  five  years.  The  United  States  is 
assisting  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  amount  of  cocaine  imported  into 
this  country. 

Ernst  said  he  interviewed  both  Colombian  and  U.S.  officials 
involved  in  the  project.  While  in  Colombia,  he  traveled  to  the  coca- 
producing  region,  where  he  met  some  of  the  farmers  growing  the  ille- 
gal plants  as  well  as  local  businessmen.  The  massive  eradication  effort 
is  having  little  effect  so  far,  he  said.  The  peasants  growing  coca  need 
the  income  to  support  themselves  and  are  distrustful  of  government 
officials. 

Ernst  said  he  wasn't  too  concerned  for  his  safety  while  in  Colom- 
bia, although  he  did  take  some  basic  precautions.  "By  and  large  it 
was  very  safe,"  he  said.  "It's  actually  much  more  dangerous  for 
Colombian  joumaUsts." 

While  in  the  country,  Ernst  also  gathered  information  for  a  story 
about  a  Colombian  minister  of  culture  who  was  kidnapped  and  killed, 
and  also  for  a  story  about  a  local  beauty  pageant  in  Cartagena.  "I  brought 
back  with  me  a  desire  to  study  Spanish,"  he  said,  adding  that  he  thinks 
that  is  the  most  useful  second  language  for  an  American  journalist. 

Ernst's  work  will  be  published  in  the  Augusta  Chronicle  in  January 
or  February  2002  and  may  be  viewed  at  www.augustachronicle.com. 

Ernst  joined  the  Augusta  paper  in  1997  after  working  three  years 
at  the  Asheville  Citizen-Times.  Over  the  years,  he  has  been  successful 
in  getting  support  for  his  reporting  in  several  foreign  countries.  He 
has  previously  photographed  and  wnritten  stories  about  the  arts  in 
Russia  and  the  influx  of  young  Western  backpackers  in  Vietnam.  He 
is  currently  completing  a  project  about  an  historical  connection 
between  Augusta  and  the  west  African  nation  of  Liberia. 

Ernst  said  he  became  interested  in  foreign  countries  and  their 
culture  while  at  L-R.  He  credited  his  professors  with  encouraging 
him  to  think  big.  Specifically,  he  noted  the  influence  of  Dr.  Marion 
Love,  Drs.  Rose  and  Ronald  Mahan,  Ray  Mills,  C.  Jane  Johnson  and 
Art  Barnes.  He  said  he  learned  from  his  professors,  "If  you  have 
something  you  want  to  do  —  you  shouldn't  be  shy  about  it.  You 
should  push  it  and  make  it  happen."  Ernst  added,  "The  work  that 
1  do  in  international  journalism  is  a  direct  result  of  the  personal 
attention  I  got  at  Lenoir-Rhyne."  ■
